self or see that others work j or too 
much engrossed with pursuits which 
do not appertain in any way to tho 
duties of the Chiof Executive, to bos- 
tow that attention upon publio busi- 
ness which the oiroumstancos of the 
Colony require. 



It ia impossible to shut our eyes, to 
tho remote political consequences of a 
total neglect of tho wishes of tho 
people by those who are ohargod with 
tho duty of administering tho Govern 
ment of a country; such neglect has 
oitentimos ended in revolution, it has 
boon the origin of moro civil wars 
than any other single oauao; and it 
has kept countries back in tho scale of 
nations moro than tho worst epooios of 
democratic legislation. Neglect of 
the interests of tho people, and caro- 
lessneEs of the country's g od, grow 
and incroase together ; they Eovor 
stand still, and when once thoy have 
set in, they havo never boon known to 
abato unless ohooked by tho people 
thomselves, either by overt acts, or 
by words having an import such 
as cannot bo misunderstood, and that 
will neither brook delay nor oontempt. 
It is our duty to look to the future, 
and it is impossible to do so in this 
Colony without unoasiness, if wo con- 
template for a moment, a continuanoe 
of tho present state of things. The 
pooplo havo borne rnisgovernment 
patiently, they have'bbrn'e negieot and 
contompt of their interests patiently, 
' ahu" nave learns ~\Q TooiTiO tSe •do- 
minion as the panacea for all evil, and 
in doing so they havo fallen into a 
habit of endurance of evil whioh is 
not natural to Englishmen. But it is 
possible for such endurance to bo trifled 
with, to an extent which would become 
unbearable. A climax must be reach* 
ed sooner or later, and it ia hard to 
say whether tho relief that is .so ear- 
nestly desired by the majority, will 
come before endurance ceases to be a 
virtue. It can hardly be praisworthy 
for the people to submit qniotly to an 
excess of taxation which is not only 
keeping themselves in poverty, but is 
keeping back tho couutry, hindering 
colonization, chooking enterprise, and 
putting a stop to all investment of 
capital in the Colony, and for what 
purpose ? are the oircumstances ot the 
oountry such as will justify the raising 
of suoh a revenue as is demanded for 
the alleged necessities of the Col- 
onial Government ? and is the CoU 
onial Government worthy of such an 
expenditure? To all these quostions 
we answer, no, and the wholo Colony 
oohoeB tho reply. To begin with, 
the salary of the Gooernor is far too 
high for so young a Colony. We do 
not require a man of any vast experi- 
ence or of unbounded talent, to keep 
the publio affairs of the Colony in 
proper motion. TVe would rathor 
hare in our Governor some activity 
and energyJn J^HinoRs and „ .ft. j?Mi si 
nesB in according attention at least 
to thoso who exert themselves in such 
works as are likely to bonefit the 
whole community. ,m as them* 

Belves, bul whiah occasionally requiro 
some Blight fostering care from tho 
G-nsnrnmnnt ftt th« on.tfl.nt Add tft 
this, some interest in developing tho 
resouroos and trade of tho Colony; a 
constant endeavour to improve our 
moans' of *co m mutf icatto'n i 6 a hug- 
land as well as with tho Dominion of 
Canada and the Eastern States of 
America, and wo should havo a Gov- 
ernor whoso qualities, if properly 
used, would entitle him to Infinitely 
higher respect, and would bo of far 
moro bonefit to ub than tho brightest 
talents or tho most aristocratio oon» 
nootionB with which ho could bo en- 
dowed. And after all, what wo ask 
for is, diplomatically speaking, of loss 
pecuniary value than that from which 
we desire to bo relioved. A practical 
working man is frequently thrust by 
the Colonial effioo inio a position 
whoro tho pay is small, irrespective of 
the responsibility ; whereas tho man of 
aristocratio connections must bo ap- 
pointed to a plaoe whero ho can draw 
the largest possible amount of salary 
for tho smallest possible amount of 
work ; and tho man with aoknow* 
lodgod brilliant talents is usually 
sent to some place whoro thoro is no 
aoopo for display. Let us then, if the 
prosont system of Government is to 
continue, oven for a poriod that may 
bo moasnrod by months, bo urgent in 
our endoavours to exohango what wo 
havo ovon for modiocrity; wo aro con* 
vincod that wo should benefit by the 
change.

Oa tbe 8th of July a tremendoos fire oc- 
curred in Santiago, the scene being at the 
intersection of tbe Calles del Puente and 
S-:.to Domiogo, and extending over one-hall 
of the block. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. It broke out in the back warehouse 
of Messrs. E, and B, Brieve, among a quan- 
tity of cotton goods, and speedily spread over 
the whole establishment. Messrs. Brieva 
bave boen hecvy sufferers by tbe accident, as 
the goods saved bore do proportion lo those 
burned, they have had, it is said, property to 
ihe value of $210, €00 in their warehouse aod 
cellars. Tbe Sun, British. Liverpool, Lon- 
don aod Globo, Northern and America Fire 
Insurance Companies lose 830,000 each, and 
ibe Uninn Chilean $16,000 ; total ol insar. 
ance,$l 16,000. 

The ueivs from the province of Araacsni 
continues to presant the Sitne characteristics 
as heretofore — robberies, raids and aos»mina« 
lions appearing to be of daily occurrence, 
till tboy become wearisome by mere reputi- 
tioa. The newly-erected forts, from which 
no much was exceeded, appear to bo utterly 
usoless, as tbe Indians oommit their depredas 
tions absolutely under ibeir very walls. 
Tfceir latest exploit ha: bcci to drive cS bom 
the bacionda of Lauos Bros., do fewer than 
300 cattle and 150 horses, tho scene being 
within two leagues Irom Fort Colipulli. 

Tbe Governor of tbe Magellan Straits 
t.'oluny has written, under date of the 15tb 
ult., to tbo Comandante General of Marine, 
an follows: '1 havo the honor to inform you 
that from Ihe 24th of May, two lights— one 
red and the other green— bave bean placed. al 
bigh water ro%rk, and a! an altitude of six 
metres 10 mark the anchorago of Puota Are- 
nas. Boib are placed ia a lioo from north- 
east to southwest ot tbe compass, and abed a 
light which takea in Irom the south to tho 
^ast ot the compass. They are separated 
from each other by a Bpaoe of twenty metres, 
between which is the entrance to the north- 
west. In eight fathoms of water iB the beet 
place for anchorage." 

During tbe month of Juno last 120 vessels, 
representing 38,504 tons, entered tbe port of 
Valparaiso, and 104 vessels, representing 3G,- 
9G0 tons, nailed. The number lor the corres- 
ponding period of 186'7 wero: Eotored, 141 
vh^shIs, 53,095 tons ; sailod, 118 vessels, 
•14.183 tons. 

The British barque Iner, Captain Erakine, 
left Caldoraon tbe 22d ultimo, for Englaod, 
with a cargo of regains, but shortly alter 
leaving port found the ship making water 
at the rate of three inches por huur, and 
when in latitude 83e 27 / south, longitude 77° 
40', tho leak continuing at the sauio rate, the 
crew reltinod to proceid on the voyage. The 
Captain waa therefore compelled to bear up 
for Valparaiso, whioh port he entered ou 
July 3d. 

Peru. 

The yellow fever had entirely disappeared 
from Callao, and was diminishing rapidly in 
Lima, tho deaths in tho latter place being re- 
duced to about 7 daily. 

The remaioe of the Grsn-Marahal Castilln 
reached Callao ou the 19lh ot July, from 
Africa, ontho war eleamer ladopendenoe, 
accompanied by the Huasoarr. Tho ar- 
rangements for their reoeption were very im- 
posing, and on immense procession was 
formed to aucompsny them botb ia Callao 
and in Lima, to which place tbey wore con- 
veyed on the 20th with groat po-np. 

Tho following vosssls bad a:rived at 
Callao between the 14th and 20 of July: 
British barquo Star of Peace, from Welling- 
ton; American ship O/iant, from Sou Fran- 
cico. 

Tho following vessels bad sailed daring tbe 
same period: American ship Industry, fur 
the Canary Islands: English barque Nether- 
ton, for San Fre-uoisoo; English ship Amor- 
ioa, for England; Salvadorian ship Louis 
Oanovaro, lor China. 



Sitka Correspondence, 

Sitka, A. T,, Aag 21st, 1868. 
Ed. Colonist: — The steamer Pacific from 
Sau Francisco arrived at this port Auc 17, 
bringing Gen Hallcck and staff, and a Pay- 
master; Since my last thoro has been 
nothing in tho way of news which would 
bo of interest to jour readers, hence this 
letter, if such you may call it, must be a 
dry one. The soldiers at this place were 
paid off; tho first time they received any 
money since tho 1st of last January. So 
much for being a soldier in the antipodes. 

ODTUAQE OH THE "BLACK DIAMOND." 

The schooner Black Diamond arrived 
hero Tuesday, Aug I8tb, from Nanuimo: 
90 miles below this a lot of Indians got 
ou board and took possession of ber, mak- 
ing themselves at homo when on board, 
and took every thing tboy could lay an 
eye upon worth packing off. The Captain 
of tho schooner reported tho matter to 
Gen Davis, but owing to tho presence of 
Gen Hulleck: at this place Gen Davis 
could make no investigation into tho affair 
until tho Pacific leaves for your city. It 
was to say the least a bold attempt ot 
piracy, but it has not been the first time 
such things havo beeu done iu these 
waters. I cannot say what ac'ion Gen.

SHALL WE HAVE A TEttHlTORIAL GOVERNMENT ? 

By the telegraph wo Ieurn through the 
Colonist that a bill was passed m the 
Senate of tho TJuited Statos, granting to 
the United States District Courts of Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon, the power of tuking 
cognizance of all violations of tho law in 
Alaska Territory. Should this bill bo a 
law what would bo the consequence ? 
Criminals in nine cases out of teu would 
be cleared while eveu-handod justice 
would bo in itself but a name. As an 
instance I will refer to one case : during 
last winter a man killed a woman in the 
most brutal manner. Tho principal 
witnesses left for theAmoor river wherein 
if we only had courts in all probability tho 
marderer would havo been hung on the 
gallows. He escaped in thig way, by 
having no courts here, aud if ho and all 
the wittiosses were sent to Oregon or Cali- 
fornia, it would havo co3t the Government 
over $20,000. Thoro is another man in 
the guard house, for killing a man by the 
name of Hoffman, and thero aro about 
ten men who would be witnesses in the 
case, and then tho law makers may esti- 
mate what it would cost the Government 
for this case wero it sent to Oregon or 
California. Alaska by all means should 
have a Territorial Government formed, 
for by such a formation the Government 
would savo many thousands of dollars.

Here in 
Sitka for tho last four months it has not 
cost any ono a cent for fish as tboy can 
go down to the fish house every day ond 
got all tho frosb salmon tboy wish to tako 
away.
